HE FOO, March 1.—-Al- 
though only meager addi- 
tional details have been re- 
ceived today of the furious Japanese 
attack on Port Arthur yesterday, all 
accounts agree that the result .was a 
brilliant success for the Japanese 
fleet. 
FLEET OF THE RUSSIANS 
PRACTICALLY DESTROYED 
The net result of the action for the 
Japanése seems to be that the Russian 
condition, the Russian 
cruser Novik was badly damaged, 
the Russian battle ship Revitzian, 
already disabled by the Japanese tor- 
pedo attack, was further damaged 
and probably destroyed, and a Rus- 
sian’ torpedo boat was sunk. 


ONLY GUNS OF FORT 
LEFT TO THE RUSSIANS 


Russian fleet, owing to the torpedo 
attack early in the war, is considere®, 
it follows that yesterday’s engage- 
ment practically destroyed the Rus- 
sian squadron at Port Arthur. Here- 
after the Russians must depend on 
the guns of the forts to repel the at- 
tacks of the Japanese.

The cruiser Askold was 
in such a condition that it looked as 
if she would sink before tugs could 
get her into the harbor. 

So far as the offensive is con- 
cerned the Japanese seem to have de- 
stroyed the Russian fleet at Port Ar- 
thur.

Englishman Describes the Pas- 
sae of Lake Baikal

London, March |.—George Poole, a 
British merchant, has just arrived in 
London after three weeks’ continuous 
traveling overland from the seat of war. 
He is the last Englishman to travel by 
the trans-Siberian railway and tells an 
exciting story. He crossed great Lake 
Baikal on a sleigh, 

Sleighs were coming and going with 
officers. He met great straggiing rows 
of troops marching east. The tract 
across the ice was like a great busy 
highway. We stopped for rest at the 
halfwhy house in the middle of the lake. 

“The 40-mile sieigh ride across the lake 
took up five hours, The cold was in- 
tense, and one child, daughter of an 
officer, covered up by furs to protect it 


from the cold, was found to have died 


from suffocation when we reached the 
other side. Wmbarking in the train once 
more we made our way &péeedily toward 
Europe, meeting troop train after troop 
train.” 

“Dalny,” said Poole, “was in a gre: 
state of excitement. C:villans were rune 
ning here and there, carrying or wheeling 
a few personal belongings and striving 
for passage on the outgoing train to Rus- 
sia. They openly discarded their furnif- 
ture, taking only a few personal effects. 
At 12 o'clock on the morning when it 
became apparent that the Japanese had 
opened hostilities, the officials’ were 
roused from ther beds and set to work 
between 2 and 7:30 o'clock tn the morn-

Letters from VladivostOck dated Feb- 
ruary |I7 say that the warships in the 
harbor on that date were the Rossta, 
Gromobvoi and Rurik and the transport 
Moskova. The port was frozen hard and 
the ice breaker was scarcely able tu 
clear the channel,

BEFORE THE RUSSIANS 


In Northern: Korea Entire 


Villages Have Been De- 


populated--In the Fight at Ping Yang Two of 
the Cossacks Were Wounded.

EOUL, March 1.—Missionaries 


from Sienchin, about 30 miles 

northeast of Ping Yang, re- 
port that villages along the road are 
depopulated, inns are closed and peo- 
ple have fled to the hills in fear of 
the approach of Russians. 

The Russians have captured the 
prefect of Anju, confiscated public 
documents and occupied the telegrapn 
office. Yangben, governor of Ping 


Yang, and all officials have decamp- 
ed. Korean soldiers have deserted 
and the barracks are empty. 

In the engagement at Ping Yang 
on Sunday two Cossacks were wound- 
ed. They were carried off by com- 
rades. The collision took place 
about 100. yards outside of the north 

gate, closd to Ki-Jahs, at 9 o’clock in 
the morning. A few shots were ex- 
changed and the Russians retired. 

Forty Russian scouts are billeted 
at the American mines at Unsan. 


RUSSIAN SPIES ARE FOUND 
ON JAPANESE TRANSPORTS

The statement says Russia, while de- 
laying negotiations, extended her naval 
and military preparations, increasing her 
Far Wastern fleet by nineteen vegsels and 
augmenting her forces by 40,000 men, 
besides fortifying strategic points. The 
statement says:

“From these military and naval prep- 
arations of every description made dur- 
ing the progress of the negotiations, it 
is quite evident that Russia was not in- 
clined to a friendly settlement of the 
questions then under discussion between 
Japan and herself, but sought solely by 
her military preponderance to force Ja- 
pan into submission.

After an amendmént by Mr. Mallory 
had been tabied, the bill was passed, 35 
to 17, a strict party vote. 

The senate adjourned until to morrow.

After explaining in some detail the 
events that led up to the war, he says: 

“There is no’ foundation for the belief 
that Japan was prompted to war by 
ambition, or that her success, if happily 
She be successful, implies any danger to 
any other nations. To thoughtful Japan- 
ese there can be no greater cause for 
wonder than the conjecture whether 
thélr country's success may not be the 
precursor of a new alignment of races, 
Oriental on the one side, Caucasian on 
the other. To them, it seems no more 
than a chimerica! dream, @ suggestion 
of memories of the age of Genghis khan, 
impossible of achievement in the better 
days of intimate intercourse and mutual 
interdependence among all nations.

WHAT'LL COME

A. and N. C. Receivership Talk. 

The receivership of the Atlantic and 
North Carolina rallway continues to be 
the chief subject of talk in North Car- 
Olina. There are two sides to the ques- 
tion. |On one side it is saia that the 
action of the district judge in. putting 
the road into the hands of the receiver 
was hasty in the extreme, and that after 
doing this it was still worse to appoint 
as tecelver V. E. McBee, who had been 
making -desperate efforts to lease thea 
road and who had just withdrawn his 
latest proposition to lease, at the very 
time when he was arranging to get con- 
trol of the road as receiver. 

Those who take this view say the state 
will soon get control of the road again. 
This is the very positive belief of Gov- 
ernor Aycock, who controls the state 
etock, and of omre tha nthree-fourths of 
the private stockholders, very few of 
the latter standing by tbe receivership.

Governor Aycock says with great plain- 
ness: “The road will never be leased 
through a federal court.” Judge Purnell, 
of Raleigh, the district judge, was in 
Norfolk when he put the road in the 
hands of a receiver, and appoihtea. Mc- 
Bee. Then he came here, revoked his 
order mifiie at Norfolk, and issued a 


new one in exactly the same words. The. 


reazon he did this was that it was feared 
his order made at Norfolk, outside of his 
district, would not stand, but that -it 
would stand here, no supreme court just- 
4ce or circuit court judge being within 
this district when the order was made. 
Charlotte People Delighted. 

The people of Charlotte are delighted 
at the order of the corpoation commis- 
sfon requiring &he construction of a 
union passenger station there.

Advice to Tobacco Growers. 

President John 8, Cunningham, of the 
North Carolina Tobacco Growers’ Asso- 
elation, is urging the growers in the old 
tobacco belt, which extends over twelve 
or fourteen counties. north and west of 
Raleigh, to plant all the tobacco they 
can. Some of the farmers there say this 
is the best sort of advice and that the 
planters in the old belt should increase 
the crop until the “new belt,”’ which lies 
all over the territory east of Raleigh, 
goes back to cotton.

Washington, March 1|!.—Whether the 
beef trust is vYolating the injunction 
resting against it is to be made the sub- 
ject of official investigation by the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, ac- 
cording to a resolution ordered reported 
favorably to fhe house today by the 
committee on interstais and foreign com- 
merce. Should the house take favorable 
action on the resolution, which is to be 
ealled ap at the earliest possible moment 
by Chairman Hepbumi, it will constitute 
the first instructions from congress to the 
new department to exercise its powers 
given under the law to investigate the 
Operation of industrial institutions. 

The resolution was introduced in the 
house February 4 by Representative Mar- 
fin, of South Dakota. Today Mr. Martin 
was given an extended hearing by the 
committee, in. which he made the asser- 
tion that the beef trust was violating the 
spirit of the injunction, if not its Iectter. 
The resolution was amended to read that 
the report of the investigatidA should 
Eo to the president, as provided in the 
law creating the. investigation by con- 
gress. This amendment was opposed Dv 
Representative Richardson, of Alabama, 
of the committee, who held that the re- 
port should be made to the house, inas- 
much as the house requested the inves- 
tigation to be made. It was deemed ad- 
visable by the majority of the committee, 
however, ~o abide by fhe law and after 
the investigaffon had been made to pass 
another resolution. requesting the presi- 
dent to submit the information to the 
house. Should the report show violation 
of the injunction ft will undoubtedly pe 
referred to the department of justice and 
the trust proceeded against for contempt 
of court. .

SEEK RELIEF

Friends of Seuthern Grow- 
ers Heard in the 
House. 


Washington, March !|.—The house today 
concluded the genetfal debate on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia appropriation bill and 
entered upon consideration of the meas- 
ure under the five-minute rule. .The de- 
lbate today was not upon the bill, but 
upon a variety of subjects, including’ a 
speech by Mr. Sheppard, of Texas, 
against the tariff; by Mr. Adams, of 
Pennsylvania, in favor of the restriction 
of immigration; by Mr. Powers, of Mas- 
sachusetts, who urged beautifying the 
national capital and who expressed the 
opinion that there would be disarma- 
ment by the nations of the world during 
the century. Mr. Williamson, of Oregon, 
made his first speech in the house, in 
which he urged an appropriation for the 
Lewis and Clark centennial exposition. 
Mr. McDermott, of New Jersey, made an 
anti-trust speech and asserted that the 
price of raw sugar had decreased since 
the passage of the Cuban reciprocity bill, 
without a decrease in the price paid by 
the consumer. Mr. Miers, of Indiana, dis- 
cussed ship subsidy. 

Relief for the southern tobacco raisers 
was advocated by Messrs. Hepburn, of 
Kentucky, and Flood, of Virginia, 
through the repeal of the 6 per cent per 
pound tax on steamed and twisted to- 
bacco, 

Mr. Hopkins, of Kentucky, argued in 
favor of the Gaines bill to remem the 
internal revenue tax on ‘‘stemméel’’ or 
“‘twisted”’’ tobacco when sold by the pro- 
ducer. He charged that certain plugs of 
tobacco turned out by the “trust’’ con- 
tained many ingredients besides tobacco. 

The producers of tobacco, he maintain- 
ed, should be placed on the same foot- 
ing as the growers of corn or wheat, 
and allowed to stem and twist their crop 
6 


cents a pound, 

Mr. Flood, of Virginia, followed in ad- 
vocacy of the same relief to the tobacco 
growers of the south. He declared that, 
judging from the action of the republi- 
can executives during the past seven 
years, the tobacoo growers could expect 
no relief from the tobacco trust, and con- 
sequently appealed to congress. 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

This is a 
political feud and as four members of 
our family have been assassinated within 
the last fifteen months, I feel that it is 
clearly my duty to my family and friends 
hope the de- 
partment will relieve me at the earliest 
possible moment.”

All the indications—all the pros- 
pects—point to a democratic victory, 
if only the various factions can be 
brought together and made to under.

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County Help for the New Reservoir. 

Before the meeting of the Fulton 
qounty board of commissioners to- 
day will appear a joint committee 
from the city council and the city wa- 
ter commiaggioners for the purpose of 
requesting the assistance of Fulton 
county in the urgent work of enlarg- 
ing the reservoir capacity of the city 
water works. The representatives of 
the municipality will ask the county 
commissioners to contribute the labor 
of 100 state convicts to the great 
undertaking, their maintenance while 
thus employed to be furnished by the 
city of Atlanta, 

The hazardous condition of mteiee 
out at the water works was impres- 
sively described in the local columns 
of The Sunday Constitution. At 
present there is less than 100,000,000 
gallons of available water in the sin- 
gle reservoir, and that volume will 
suffice ts supply the normal needs 
of the city with filtered water for but 
one week. The reservoir has been 
-made shallow and muddy by the ac- 
cumulated sediment of years, for to 
clean it would necessitate cutting off 
the city’s water supply entirely. The 
bare statement of these facts will im- 
press any Atlantan who stops to think 
& moment with the positive menace to 
the security of the city of the in- 
adequate facilities -of the water 
works. The Baltimore and Rochester 
fires are too fresh in our minds to 
allow us to rest easy with an insuf- 
ficient water supply even for ordinary 
daily consumption. 

The city council has provided for’ 
the construction of a second reser- 
voir of ample capacity for the needs 
of the rapidly growing city. The cop. 
vict labor is wanted for this work of 
completing the reservoir, the men to 
be employed in doing the heavy grad- 
ing and filling. 

It is superfluous ‘to argue that Ful- 
ton county is girectly interested in

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Tree That-Lived Over 20 Centuries. 

Congress has of late years con- 
cerned itself with the presservation of 
forests and other works of nature 
against the steady inroads of material 
progress and commercial vandalism. 
In this line, the pending bill, to pre- 
vent the destruction of the’ few re- 
maining giant. redwoods of California 
by lumbermen is interesting. 

These Titans of: the forest are well 
worth the respect of even our modern 
commercialism. One fine specimen re- 
cently felled on the Pacific slope was 
pronounced by scientists to be 2,171 
years old, and yet it was perfectly 
sound and had for unknown centuries 
held its proud head to the blasts at a 
height of 300 feet above the ground. 

According to what science read on 
its prostrate trunk, this monster tree 
began its existence in 271, B. C. In 
245 A. D. it passed through a great 
fire, and 105 years were consumed in 
healing the burn. 

For 1,196 years the great tree grew 
peacefully. No man may tell what 
happened’ beneath its mighty limbs. 
Nations were born and died while the 
Sequoia drank the rains and breathed 
sunshine and added slowly to its stat- 
ure, : : 

In 1441 there was another fire and 
189 years were required to hide the 
scars. In 1580 came another burn, 
which was healed in 56 years. In 
1797, when the giant had .passed the 
age of twenty centuries, there came 


a tremendous forest fire, burning a 


scar 18 feet wide. When the tree was 
felled in 1900 the width of the scar 
had been decreased to 14 feet. In 
each of the three older burns the 
wounds were fully covered, and the 
new tissue above was even and con- 
tinuous. 

Surely such a record were enough 
to give pigmy man pause in his van- 
dalism and set him to moralizing from 
the open book of nature. A living 
thing so venerable has the right to 
continued life, and its destruction 
seems worse than sacrilege in na- 
ture’s temple. ‘

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The Case of Russia. 

All accounts from Russia agree that 
the czar is both surprised and grieved 
to find that the sympathy of the 
American people is inclined to lean 
towards Japan. He cannot under- 
stand it. and when he found it out 
for himself he is said to have been 
considerably shocked. It seems pass- 
ing strange that a sovereign who pos- 
sesseés sO much power is not better 
served in the matter of information 
which, at the very least, _— be ~~ 
sidered important. 

The truth seems fo be that the czar 
is not well served in the matter of in- 
formation that is far more important. 
Essential facts have been withheld 
said that he was 
driven to tears when he discovered 
that the methods of the men about 


him—men who had been deceiving | 


him all along with respect to the situ- 
ation—had involved him in war with 
Japan. It appears that he had been 
told all along that conditions were 
such that there could be no war, that 
negotiations were proceeding smooth- 
ly and ==prosperously, and that the 
course of“ events Was more than fa- 
vorable for peace. When the truth 
dawned on him, he was powerless to 
avert war. 

Matters could hardly be worse if 
fhere were a conspiracy among Rus- 
sians in authority fo keep the czar 
misinformed, er in ignorance of the 
plain facts that have been all the 
time developing since ,the powers 
united their forces to put down the 
revolution in China. One of the first 
and most important duties of a diplo- 
matic representative is to keep his 
government informed as to the state 
of public opinion in the country to 
which he is accredited. Russia is 
represented in Washington by Count 
Cassini, who is said to be a very ac- 
complished man in the line of his du- 
ties. Is it possible that this ambas- 
sador has failed to keep his master in-

public sentiment in this country? © 
We do not believe it possible for a 
diplomat of any experience to mistake 
public opinion in this country, nor do 
we believe that the Russian ambassa- 


dor at Washington has failed to take

The trouble must lie in the 
Russian foreign office, which has ap- 
parently taken great pains to keep the 
czar in ignorance. 


For many years the people of the 


United States have viewed Russia and 
the Russians with the friendliest feel- 
ings, and with very good reason. But 
these feelings have undergone an un: 
mistakable change. The slow course 
of events have more than once demon- 
strated that the present ruler of. Rus- 
sia is a ruler only in name, and that 
he has neither the strength nor the 
He has 
placed himself in the hands of ambi- 
tious and unscrupulous’ men, whose 
chief aim is to further their own pri- 
vate interests and the interests of 
their friends. 

The most recent shock to American 
public opinion was undoubtedly the 
massacre of the helpless Jews. Con- 
temporaneous with this great crime, 
and following it, has been the attitude 
of Russia in China. It has been 
marked by double-dealing and de 
ception from the first, and all of the 
many promises made by the represen- 


tatives of the czar have been broken. | 


Russia agreed to evacuate Manchuria 
in October of last year. Representations 
to that effect were made to the Amer- 
ican department of state, and we see 
how the pledges have been carried 
out. The sylness that deceived the 
Chinese. who could not help them- 
selves, would not work in this country. 
For these reasons the - people have 
come to the conclusion that a govern- 
ment incapable of telling the truth is 
not worthy of sympathy in a war 
brought on by systematic deception 
and delay.

Editor Const-tution: I came out in a 
cotton report last September -that } 
think has been fully verified. 

There is every reason to believe that 
enormous efforts and unusual expense, 
as well as intense interest, is being put 
forth on the coming cotton crop. This 
crop will be increased one-seventh In 
acreage and one-fourth in expense, and 
nearly double the Interest in care and 
cultivation. There will be more than 
th.rty-two million acres planted, and 
some of this will _be uncultivated sure, 
as labor is not stfficient to supply the 
demand. But there was much greater 
acreag® cultivated last year (1903) than 
in the bumper crop of 1898. We will cul- 
tivate one-seventh more than last year 
and make 8 per cent better yield, or gain 
15 per cent under same conditions ag last 
year, and should the seasons be favore 
able -we may look for twelve and a half 
million bales, and the world .will take 
the whole lot at a fair price, notwith- 
stand.ng the cry for labor and the harpe- 
ing about a ten-million or less. Some of 
these same fellows told us a few brief 
years ago that we need not look for 
high-price cotton again, and since it came 
in dead earnest they say not much cotton 
again. 

What I fear is a farm-sustaining crop 
will not receive the acreage and atten- 
tion it should have. These are thp opin- 
fons of a common man, after travel and 
reading, as well as study. Yours for the

ADMIRAL URIU 
CLASSMATE 


J OF JAPAN 
OF ATLANTAN 


Rear Admiral S. Uriu of the Japanese , 
navy who made such a record as com: 
mander of the fleet off Chemulpo in the 
sinking of many Russian ships, was a 
classmate of Captain Charles P. George, 
now in charge of the recruiting station 
of the regular army at Atlanta. Cap- 
tain George was gradyated at the naval 
academy at Annapolis in the class of 
1881 and in the same class were Cadets 
Uriu, Yenouye and Serata. All of these 
three were entered in the Academy at 
the special request of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 

Captain George, speaking of the three 
men, said: “While the Japenese cadets 
were there at the expense of the Japanese 
government, they were subjected to the 
same rules as the rest of us, They were 
exceptionally bright in their studies, at 
least Uriu and Serata were. If I remem- 
ber rightly Uriu stood fourteenth in a 
class of seventy-eight and  Serata 
twenty-sixth. When the great disadvan- 
tages in thelr lack of knowledge of the 
English language is taken into consid- 
eration, this standing is remarkably high. 
Yenouye was not so proficient in his stud- 
ies, but I see that he has attained high 
rank. He was of one of the old fami- 
lies and held a position of considerable 
rank. The other two were, I helteve, 
from the people. : 

“T have not been the least surprised at 
the many victories won by the Japanese, 
for I consider them among the best little 


fighters in the world. I spent the larger 
part of a year In Japan and my Japanese 
classmates made things particularly 
pleasant for me while I was there. One 
fact made quite an impressfon on me. 
While We were at the naval academy—) 
was transferred to the army afterwards— 
Yenouye had the greatest difficulty {fn 
mastering the English language and 
never became proficient, while Uriu and 
Serata had but little @ifficulty. When I 
met them in Japan the conditions were 
reversed. Yenouye spoke English very 
well indeed, while-the other two seem- 
ed to have forgotten or pretended to have 
forgotten much of their English. I cannot 
account for this in any way except that 
perhaps they did not want to answer 
questions which they were afraid 1 would 
ask. 

‘All of the three were very studious 
while at the academy and were generua!- 
ly liked. No I can’t say that they werd 
athletes, but in those days we had about 
ail we could do with our studies and 
sports were not the prominent part of 
education that they have become since 
that time. I don’t know thelr exact ages 
but I should say approximately that they 
were about 46 years old. I remember 
they were considerably older than the 
American cadets in the same class. Sa- 
rata was very conspicuous in the Chino- 
Japanese war and I believe the others 
played a prominent part as well. Natur-

The consumption of table oil In this 
consular district is very large and Amer- 
ican coton seed oll is an indispensable 
article.

The heaviest class of cotton goods im- 
ported into this country is canvas or 
duck of standard sizes, in small quanti- 
ties, and igs used for making Sails, wagon 
covers, tents and for tarpaulins for cov-. 
ering merchandise stacked in the open 
and merchandise shipped in open freight 
cars, which constitute the greater part of 
the railway freight rolling stock in this 
country, The only other canvas seen here 
igs a brown English article, but it is not 
as well liked ag the American canvas. 

A Ifmited quantity of bleachéd, finely 
woven white drills !s imported here from 
England, and also from India, and is 
principally used for making clothes— 
coatg and trousers—for white people. 

Light weight gray and white shirtings 
are imported. in large quantities from In- 
dia and the English goodg of the same 
quality cannot compete with these cot- 
tons of Indian manufacture. English 
gray sheetings, however, are in consid- 
erable demand and can be Sold — at 
a profit. 

Cotton blankets woven from a coarse, 
fluffy yarn, in whites, half whites, grays 
and searlets, and with colored stripes 
(blueg and reds), are very much in de- 
mand.

NO SOLDIERS. 
FOR ISTHMUS 


Orders Given to Regiment 
Have Now Been Re- 
scinded. 


Washington, March !|.—It has been de- 
eided at the cabinet meeting today that 
troops shall not be sent to the isthmus 
of Panama. . 

Preparatory orders that had been sent 
to the Third infantry to prepare for ser- 
vieé hive been revoked. The marines 
will continue to guard the Interests of the 
Unit*a States on the isthmus. The cab- 
inet was influenced by the decision Dv 
the disinclination to have two jurisdic- 
tions on the isthmus, and as naval ves- 
seis must remain there for some time, it 
was decided to allow the ‘marines to oon- 
tinue the land duty. 

Important matters relating to the canal 
were under discussion by President 
Roosevelt and his cabinet today. Attor- 
ney General Knox and other officials 
of the department of justice have under 
consideration the. title to the canal 
property which is to be ‘passed to this 
country by the Panama canal company, 
but as yet they have reached no con- 

sion. It was said after the meeting 

that no#money would be paid by this 
government until a clear title to the 
property was obtainable. 
_ (he ent.re subject of the canal and its 

construction. was discussed. It is expect- 
-.ed that the committee appointed yes- 
terday will get to- work immediately. It 


is gaid to be certain that the commission 


will. go to the isthmus very soon to in- 
spect thoroughly the conditions, and to 
.start the preliminary work of construc- 
. tion. It is the earnest wish of the presi- 
dent and the cabinet that no unnecessary 
delay should occur in beginning the work 
on the canal, and it js their intention to 
press it with the utmost vigor.

BEARS ROUTED 
UUTTON BULLS 


Prices Hammered Down Twenty 
Points at New Orleans, 


After Stubborn Contest the ‘Long- 
Horn Brokers Were Subdued 
and the Closing Showed a 
Net Loss of 15 Points 
on May and July. 


‘ 


- New Orleans, March !.—After a hard 
Struggle in the ring at the cotton ex- 
change today the bears managed to 
wrest the control of the market from 
the bulls. Late in the day, after a stub- 
born contest, they were able to send 
prices down with little opposition, gnd 
the closing shewed a net loss for the 
day of I5@16 points on May and July 
and a decline of 22 points from the Migh- 
est levels of the day. 

The market was of interest to the pro- 
fessionals alone and the fight for the 
mastery of prices was waged between 
professiona] interests solely. The outside 
public did-not seem to care a snap of 
the finger whether cotton went up or 
down. If the truth must be told, the pub- 
lic has received a rather severe shaking 
up in cotton, wheat and stocks, and, 
like the traditional child whose fingers 
have been burned, dreads the fire. 

Opening Was Only Steady. 

The market opened steady 3 to I6 
points down, the lower opening being 
caused by disappointing Liverpool ca- 
bles. ‘A few scattering orders for large 
lots managed to sustain prices until] the 
middle of the morning, when thé bulls 
became more encouraged by the general 
strength of the situation and bcosted 
prices until they were about 20 points 
above the opening figures. No buying or- 
ders came from the outside and the coun- 
try appeared to be too busy preparing to 
Plant the new crop to pay any at- 
tention to what was left of the old crop. 
Seeing an opportunity to hammer prices 
on the lack of support the bears, by 
concerted action, sent prices down even 
lower than the opening figures. The 
strength of the staple asserted itself ana 
a moderate amount of buying by pro- 
fessional longs, together with the profit- 
taking of scalping shorts, sént prices 
up again to the highest levels of @ne 
day. 

Bulls. Were Quite Cheerful. 


This continued til well on toward 
the close when (Re Market appeared to 
be ‘under bear control and if the closing 
had not come when \it did even lower 
prices might have been seen. 

The longs showed no uneasiness, but 
said that. the temporary setback to prices 
would prove beneficial in the end. They 
Offered this as the reason why the mar- 
ket was not supported more by pro- 
fessionals toward the close. 

Conservative !ongs bought quietly, but 
heavily during the day, and the leading 
bulls predicted strong advances before 
the week is over. It is generally recog- 
nized that a heavy short interest exists 
which the bulls count on putting to 
cover and at the same time working as 
a factor in. sending prices to higher 


levels.

London, March |I.—The king and queen 
filled a round of engagements at Cam- 
bridge today, the principal function being 
the opening of several new buildings con- 
mected with the university, where the 
king at one time was a student.

NAKED SAILORS — 
SAVED FROM SEA 


Six Men Are Rescued When 
They Were Without 
Hope. 


Norfolk, Va., March !.—Penniless and 
almost destitute of clothes, six members 
of the crew of the wrecked schooner Da- 
vid P: Davis, of Bath, Me., who were 
picked up off Hatteras during a gale, 
have arrived here. The Davis was run 
down and dismasted off Hatteras last 
Friday night by an unknown schooner. 
The schooner’s crew of ten manned the 
three pumps Sna worked until they 
were exhausted. Finding his vessel 
doomed, Captain Erwin.ordered the Da- 
vis abandoned Sunday morning and a 
boat was launched and manned. 

In the meantime the dismantled wreck 
had been- sighted by Diamond shoal light 
ship, which sent off a boat to take off 
the survivors. The lightship’s boat had 
to abandon the effort to tow the schoon- 
er’s yawl with its ten occupants and 
Captain Erwin, Mate Dittman, Second 
Mate Willlam Hyman and Seaman Row- 
ley were left in the boat while the six 
occupants, who were exhausted, were 
removed to the lightship’s boat. While 
awaiting the return of the lightship’s 
boat for them a tank ship hove to and 
picked up Captain Erwin and his com- 
panions and steamed northward.

AUTO DASHES 
INTO POLICEMEN 


“Cop” Killed, Auto Wrecked 
and the Occupants Badly 
Injured, 


Havana, March |!.—James L. Breese, 
a wealthy New York artist, and Honore 
Laine, of Havana, were injured in an 
automobile accident here. 

The party is said to have been running 
at high speed toward Bahai Honda, 
when, upon rounding a _ sharp turn, 
Laine’s macuine collided with a mount- 
ed policeman. The Breese party, includ- 
ing W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., W. Seward 
Webb and others, with four motors, wags 
following closely. 

Laine’s forty horse-power machine 
struck and killed the policeman’s horse. 
After running several hundred yards on 
practically two wheels, it toppled over 
and spilled the occupants down a steep 
embankment. So close together were the 
four motors that the Breese machine 
collided with the crippled racer, and he 
was also thrown down the embankment. 

Reports as to the extent of the injuries 
sustained by Breese and Laine vary. The 
latter sustained the worst hurts, however. 
Laine was charged before the Spanish 
war with having sent to an American 
newspaper letters charging General Wey- 
ler with knowledge of the plot to wreck 
the battle ship Maine. He was arrest, 
but was relcased through the intercession 
of General Lee, then consul general at 
Havana.

Directors Desire Council To Reopen 
Negotiations and Promise To 
Assist, out Will Decline 
To Act as Arbiters for 
the City. 


The board of directors of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce have decided to 
have nothing further to do with the 
matter of reconciling the differences be- 
tween the Loulsville and Nashville and 
other railroads and residents of Wash- 
ington and neighboring streets. 

All negotiations appear to be at an 
end. The only loser is the municipality, 
which loses the proposed viaduct across 
the railroad right of way and the $806,- 
000 freight terminals which -the rail- 
roads desired constructing in Atlanta. 

The resolution adopted by the directors 
of the chamber of commerce last eve- 
ning, after a session of several hours, 
Zives the entire matter back to coun- 
cil after reciting the necessity for both 
the freight terminals and the viaduct. 
The directors promise to “assist al] con- 
cerned in reaching a satisfactory ad- 
justment”’ at any time, and recommend 
that council reopen negotiations, 

It appears that the entire matter of the 
freight terminals is dead and that it 
will never be revived, unless counci] de- 
cides to take some further notice of 
the question.

“The usual results of agitation were 
apparent, and when negotiations were 
broken off, there was every indication 
that the city and the railways would get 
further apart. In the meantime a num- 
ber of citizens interested in the pTopos- 
ed Washington street viaduct had retain- 
ed lawyers and declared their intention 
to bring injunction suits to prevent the 
city from granting the change in Waver- 
unless the Washington, street 


were opposing the viaduct on account of 
alleged damage to thelr property. 

“Up to this time no officer or director 
of the chamber of commerce had taken 
any part In negotiations and so far as we 
know none of our directors had attended 
any of the meetings or conferences at 
which the matters at issue were dis- 
cussed. : 

“When negotiations were broken off the 
newspapers of the city called on _ the 
chamber of commerce to use its good 
offices to bring the city and the neilroads 
together. The president of the chamber 
of commerce was out of the city at the 
time, and having Occasion frequently ta 
confer on other business of this organi- 
zation, We incidentally came to talk over 
the rupture between the city 
railroads. As the chamber of commerve 
includes in its membership the largest 
shippers in the city, their interest in the 
proposed extension of terminals is very 
great. - This naturally is a matter of 
concern to the chamber of commerce. 

“There has been very little increase in 
our terminal facilities since the civil war, 
and the city has entirely outgrown them. 
The lack jof sufficient trackage has caus- 
ed great annoyance and expense to our 
merchants. 

‘We. could also appreciate the desire 
of citizens for a viaduct across the raill- 
roads at Washington street. Most of 
the important crossings from that point 
to West End are covered by substantial 
Structures and the old distinction be- 
tween north and south Atlanta is that far 
obliterated. The congestion of travel and 
traffic which has been a dangerous and 
annoying condition at the center of the 
city has been partially relieved by yia- 
ducts already built. The proposition of 
the railways in their petition to council 


provides for the crossings, either under 


or over al] but three of the-stréets east- 
ward between Washington street and the 
city limits, but so far they have not 
consented to the viaduct at this impor- 
tant point. If an amica®le agreement 
could be reached including this viaduct, 
it would practically complete the union 
of north Atlanta with south Atlanta and 
forever efface the old line which was 
almost the only, line of separation be- 
tween our people on public questions. 
“The deflection of a part of the north 
and south travel to Washington St. would 
extend the business section of the city 
eastward as it has already béen extended 
westward by othér viaducts, and the con- 
gestion already referred to would be 
very much relieved. Atlanta cannot al- 
ways do business within a quarter or 
half mile limit, and if we are going to 
build for the future, we must provide for 
some extension. If we do thig now, it 
will save @ greater expense to al] con- 
cerned at some future time. Atlanta is 
rapidly outgrowing our ideas, and if her 
growth in the next twenty-five years is 
as great in proportion as it has been in 
the past, We shal] have a quarter. million 
people by 1930. Ag business here is 
growing four times as fast as population, 
we must provide for an immense traffic 
which will extend the businesg section

“The same condition makes an exten- | 


sion of freight terminals equally impera- 
tivé, and the city should be fair, and 
even liberal with the railroads, when 
they propose fo provide ample accOmmo- 
dation for the traffic of the city. The 
railroads, ‘on the other hand, wil] draw 
a large revenue from Atlanta if they 
prepare to receive it, and they can afford 
to be liberal. The interests on both 
sides are so large that neither of the ton- 
tracting parties can afford to be Small 
when they come to an, adjustment of 
details in a settlement. 

““This was the situation as it appeared 
to us when negotiations were broken off. 
On the fallowing day, two of our city pa- 
pers called on the chamber of commerce 
to use its good offices to bring the par- 
ties together, and on the next day, the 
other puper joined im this request. If,the 
newspapers voice public sentiment, there 
is a general desire that* the chamber ot 
commerce do what if can to bring abcut 
an amicable settlement. of the questions 
at issue. 

“‘Under these circumstances, it seemed 
to be our duty to inform ourselves as 
fully as possible, and lay the matter be- 
fore the president and directors at thls 
meeting for such action as they see fit 
to take. We have done nothing but con- 
fer with jocal parties to elicit information 
and find out their temper. So far, we 
have had no opportunity to confer with 
the president of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, and we have not talked 
with any local railroad official. 

“Having no authority to commit etther 
side; we had to be eareful not to make 
the. chamber of commerce obnoxious to 
the mayor and genera] council, the citi- 
zens committee, or the railroads. Those 
we have conferred with received us kind- 
lv and made their positions clear. Mem- 
bers of the council committee told us 
they did not consider the railroad prop- 
osition fair to the city and submitted a 
counter proposition which they thought 
equitable. Their view is that the counter 
proposition was rejected unceremoniously, 
and that if there are any further negotia- 
tions, it will be incumbent on the peti- 
tioners to begin them. 

“The citizens interested in the propos- 
ed viadiict also received us kindly, but 
were very firm in their determination 
to prevent the city from changing Wav- 
erly place if a viaduct is not provided for 
in this settlement. 

‘We have learned from the councl] com- 
mittee -that there is opposition to the 
viaduct by property owners of Decatur 
street and vicinity, who have petitioned 
council against it. The city will have to 
consider the interests of these citizens. 
Some of those who have looked Into the 
matter think the extension of the busi- 
mess center eastward and the establish- 
ment of a thoroughfare through that sec- 
tion wou}d in a large measure compensate 
for any supposed damage to property by 
the viaduct. 

“The street railway company has tracks 
on Waverly place and the gas company 
has pipes under it. There have been ru- 
mors of complications from these sources, 
but the published interview of the presi- 
dent of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company appears to remove those appre- 
hensions. 

‘This atatement makes it appear that 


the aettlement of the questions at issue 


between the railways and the city Is be- 
set with difficulties which bristle like 
the quills of a porcupine, but the inter- 
sts at stake are so great that some set- 
tlement will have to come sooner or 
later. An amicable settlement would be

‘The chamber of comerce, being called 
upon by the publics press to mediate, is 
confronted with the question of propriety. 
No man or organization can with propri- 
ety volunteer to arbitrate anything, for 
that would raise a presumption against 
fairness. With mediation, however, the 
case is somewhat different. 

‘It usually happens when great intef- 
ests are at stake and agitation has stir- 
red up feeling that the controversy is set- 
tled tn one of two ways: Either it is 
fought out to the bitter end, with costly 
and vexatious litigation, or the parties 
at difference are brought into conimuni- 
cation by the efforts of disinterested par- 
ties who enjoy the confidence of all con- 
cerned. When the parties to the contro- 
versy have tried and failed to settle their 
differences, and negottations are broken 
off, both sides stand on their dignity, un- 


willing to make overtures lest such ad-~ 


vance be construed as a sign of weakness. 
This seems to be the case in the present 
controversy, and it is not likely that eith- 
er side will make the first overtures, at 
least for a considerable time. 

‘In the nature of the case, mediation 
must be voluntary, because neither side 
is willing to ask for it. It usually comes 
through some suggestion in the press, 
crystallizing into public sentiment, which 
indicates the medium for: such a tender 
of good offices. Such suggestions have 
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been made, pointing to the chamber of 
commerce as the mediator. -.Whether ths 
situation calls for mediation and whether 
this body is the proper one for such @ 
Public service is for you to determine. 

“It would seem that on due reflection, 
all parties in interest would realize that 
what is involved to our city, and, als6, to 
the associatel railways, is of such .vast 
consequence that it is Ittle short of sulk 
cide to both parties not to consummat® 
the arrangement. While all parities stand 

rm on what they concelve to be their 
rights, we are constrained to think that 
when the railroads are reached, if they 
show the same spirit of concillation and 
conservatism as we have found existing 
amoung our people, a settlement can and 
will be secured. e

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PROPOSAL CRAWING 
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LANS of the trainshed of the new 
union términal station are herewith 
presented for the first time, the 
picture giving = view tak from the 
standpoint of the “Mitchell street via- 
duct. The height of the structure 
very much dwarfed by reason of the 
fact ‘hit the view is from the viaduct 
locxing down on the roof of the shed. 
The figures given here will mdke this 
apparent and will show that the train- 
shed will be of the most ample dimen- 
sions and will add considerably to the 
imposing appearance of the entire depot, 

The cut shown kere’represents a longt- 
tudinal section of the shed, the far end 
pointing to the west, or northwest, and 


the towers in front facing on Madison 


avenue, 

From end to end the shed will measure 
ebout 700 feet.’ Its width will be 262 
feet and ghe extreme height above the 
track level will be 69 feet. . Inside the 
main structure there will bé ten tracks, 


and on the outside there will be two—. 


one on each side, under small addi- 
tional; sheds. The roof will be of as- 
phalt-grave] construction and will be of 
the most modern and safe design. The 
framework will be of structural steel, ana 
the contract for this work has already

merely the framework of the immense 
building. Many tons of additional ma- 
terial will be used in the completion of 
theestructure, the framework being mere- 
ly the skeleton. The concrete pillars 
and other supports that are being used 
in the main building are not to be adopted 
for the shed, although they are said by 
competent architects to be fully as good 
as steel. Many representatives of steel 
companies have been in the city recently 
conferring with the officials of the Ter- 
mina] cOmpany in regard to supplying the 
material’ needed for the shed, but the 
offer of the American Bridge Company 
was nearer in line with the ideas of the 
company than any of those submitted, 
and to them the matter was awe raed. 

Inside the trainshed will be a oe of 
platforms, on a level with the Mitchell 
street viaduct and the main station floor. 
These platforms will form part of the 
general concourse leading from the 
streets into the depot. They will be 
higher than the track level. From the 
elevation there will be steps leading 
down to the tracks, and these will be 
So arranged as to conduce to the greatest 
convenience of the traveling public. 

The shed will accommodate twenty 
trains at once, all being inside the main 
structure, On the outside there wil) be 
room for four more, the latter being so. 
tected by the outstanding sheds men- 
tioned, 

Taken . altogether, with the waiting 
rooms and the ample space contained in 
the main building, the new station wil: 
be one of the most complete ana commv- 
dious in the United States, and its early 
completion is looked forward to with 
great pleasure by the people of this 
city and those who make a practice of 
visiting here frequently.

Investigation of Posloffice De- 
pariment Is Demanded 


Democrats Allege That There Aro 
Flagrant Viclations of the Law 
Not Touched Upon in the 
Report Made by 
Bristow. 


Washington, March !.—An investigation 
of the postoffice department by a spe- 
cial cOfnmittee of the house of repre- 
sentatives is being urged by the minority 
members of the house committee on post- 
offices and post roads. 

A resolution to this end, Introduced in 
the house January 5, last, by Represen- 
tative Hax (dem.) was duplicated today 
by Representative Cowherd, (dem, Mo.) 
Mr. Cowherd is a member of the post- 
office committee; Mr. Hay is not, and 
the reintroduction of the resolution is 
regarded as a move to bring the matter 
to a head in the near-future. 

The hearings had by the committee in 
the preparation of the poustoffice appro- 
priation bill, it is:declared, developed con- 
siderable information, The subcommittee 
before which officials of the départment 
made explanations of their estimates fs 
to lay the information obtained before 
the full committtee in the near future. 
This information includes, it fs stated. 
évidence of several hundred violations 
of law’Dy members of the house, impor- 
tuning the increase of salaries of rural 
postmasters and the increase ef force 
In postoffices where such increase was 
not absolutely justified by the facts, but 
which were granted by officials of the de- 
partment. Other violations of law~in- 
clude a limited number of cases where 
members of the house have leased their 
property to ‘the government for postoffice 
purposes. 

Mr. Hay declared that he would ask the 
house to discharg@ the committee from 
consideration of his resolution demanding 
an investigation, and have the same call- 
ed up in the house for the consideration 
of that body. _—

This increase is accounted for by the 
decrease in the amount of canital on 
hand. The debt is recapitulated as fo)- 
lows:

Some time 
season, when Frank felt the need of good 
players, he persuaded the Milwaukee 
mogul to lend to him the young player 
and jater when Frank got into stil’ deeper 
water the Milwaukee team again came 
to his aid, transferred Stratton to the 
Memphis team for the year for $1 and 
other consideration, with the distinct un- 
derstanding that he was to be returned to 
them the next year, and gave him two 
more players. ~ 

At the last meeting of the board of ar- 
bitration this question came up and the 
board decided that it was an evasion of 
the anti-farming act. and allowed Mem- 
phis to retain: the three players. 

The facts of the case seem to justify 
the wrath of the Milwaukee president. 
Recently Gilks, of Shreveport, and Frank, 
of the New Orleans.team, protected some 
of their best players from drafting by 
fplacing them under the protection of 
higher league clubs. If these clubs had 
at the expiration of the drafting period 
failed to return the players, a howl of 
unfair play would have gone forth from 
the Crescent City and from Pirate town. 

“It is a case of the small leagues con- 
trolling the minor association,”’ said Pres- 
ident Havenor, ‘‘and until the Class A 
leagues have more to say about the af- 
fairs of the association they will get the 
short end of all the decisions where the 
small fry is concerned. I have written 
to President Grillo, asking him to consider 
fhe matter and reopen the case, if pos- 
Sible, as there is no r@son why the 
Memphig club should be ‘entitled to the 
man. other thing that does not strike 
me very forcibly is the way Stratton was 
treated. The Memphis club paid us for his 
training expenses of the early spring, 
which was right, but it proceeded to take 
it out of the boy’s salary.”’ 

The troubles of the football rules com- 
mittee have begun and will continue un- 
til the work is done and afterwards.

It 
should be the reward of slugging but 
not of holding in -the line.’’

Court of Claims Holds That South | 
by Hon. George M. Napier and 


Carolina Stands in the Same Rela- 
tion to the Excise as the 
Individual Whisky 
Seller. 


Gets 


Washington, March 1.—The opinion of 
the majority of the court of claims de- 
livered by Chief Justice Nott dismissing 
the eult brought by the state of South 
Carolina against the United States to re- 
cover money pald by the state as special 
taxes fer the sale of liquors at dispensa- 
ries, Wag made public today. 

This, the opinion says, is believed to be 
the first case brought before a court in 
which a state has united In one under- 
taking an exercise of the police power 
with a commercial business. The court 
decides that the excise tax is not an in- 
terference with the state's pelice power. 
As to the contention that the federal 
government cannot tax the states or their 
instrumentalities of government as up- 
held in the income tax tax cases, the 
opinion says that between the principle 
involved in them and the principle in- 
volved in this case there seem to the 
couft to be three broad and plain dis- 
tinctions. The first distinction is funda- 
mental. The money exacted here is not 
a direct tax but an excise. The theory 
upon which the constitutional provision 
rests is that an excise upon salable arti- 
clés is paid by the purchaser. 

State and Dealer. 

“The state of South Carolina here 
stands -on precisely the same footing 
which every other dealer stands upon. 
Ali that it has to do is to add the inter- 
naj] revenue excise to theprice of the 
liquor which it sells and let the pur- 
chaser pay it.” 

The second distinction is that in the 
income tax cases a tax had been extend- 
ej to “a function strictly belonging’ to a 
state, “in its ordinary governmental ca- 
pacity.’’ 

In’ this connection the decision says: 

' “In this case now before us the money 
exacted by the United States was not paid 
by the taxpayers of South Carolina, but 
by purchasers at its dispensaries; and it 
was not expended for ordinary govern- 
mental purposes, but as incident to carry- 
ing on its commercidl business. The court

A DISAPPOINTMENT 


An Advance Was Looked for, but 
That Market Was Lower. 


CAUSED SOME LIQUIDATION 


Feature of the Day Was the Attitude 
of the Bull Leader—He Was 
Reported To Be Buying 
and Selling by 
Turns. 


New York, March !.—The cotton mer- 
ket opened steady at a decline of 6@25 
points, due to liquidation and room sell- 
ing as a result of disappointing cables 
@n dan idea that the market was due 
to meet with a reaction following the 
recent advances. There was ,however, 


“‘Iittle confidence on the short side, and 


the market developed into very, narrow 
arid irregular straits, in which the chief 
operations appeared to be for professional 
account and to reflect nothing more than 
the efforts of this contingent to scalp for 
moderate turns. Prices fluctuated within 
aarrow limits. At the: lowest March sold 
at 14.80, the opening figure, while May 
and July reached 15.25, this being a net 
decline of from 16 to 25 points. At the 
best July sold at 15.46, May 15.51 and 
March 15.12, net gains of 3 to 7 points. 
The close was steady at a decline of i3 
points to an advance of 6 point, the 
gains being on the new crop positions. 
The feature.of the day was perhaps tne 
attitude of the local bull leader. This 
party bought,and sold by turns, adding 
materially to the irregularity of the mar- 
ket and leading to various predictions as 
to his real {ntentions, some claiming that 
he sold more than he bought and that 
the intervals of firmness were manipu- 
lated for the purpose of making a better 
selling basis. At first the trade was evi- 
dently disposed to look for a reaction, 
and in many quarters it was believed, 
light receipts 
estimated for the day and at New Or- 
leans and at Houston for tomorrow, the 
big bull leaders would not oppose a mod- 
erate reaction. On every sign of mate- 
rial weakness, however, support devel- 
oped from one source or another and 
rallies were prompt. The Galveston es- 
timate for tomorrow ran heavier, but 
was explained by a private dispatch as 
the movement of cotton for export, it be- 
ing said that Galveston will ship out 
25,00 bales during the deek. About 8,000 
bales were exported from there today 
and the total exports for the -day ran 
gomewhat over recent figures, while pri- 
Vate advices received from the south 
indicated rather a better spot demand 
from foreign sources. Generally speak- 
ing, however, the spot markets are ree 
ported quiet. Sales wero estimated at 
600,000 bales. — 


The New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, March |.—Spot quiet but 
steady. The unsettled condition of fu- 
tures has checked somewhat the demand, 
but factors are holding their stock for 
full boad prices. Sales 1,600 bales: de- 
livered on contracts 1,900. Quotations 
unchanged. 

Futures opened steady and 3 to 16 
points down. The lower opening was 
caused by disappoirneing Liverpool cables, 
‘being attributed to 
selling orders from America and 
Egypt. It was near noonwhen prices 
took an upward--‘turn, which carried 
them 20 to 22 points above the lowest 
figures of the mornin At the top there 
Was a movement o ‘Mquidation, profit 
taking and bear effort which sent prices 
down a point or two below the earlier 
low level.. In the trading May first lost 
15 points at 15.26, advanced to 15.46, de- 
clined to 15.25, recovered to 15.33, and 
finally declined again to 15.25. The mar- 
ket closed quiet. Net losses were March 
to July 16 to 19 points, August 7, Sep- 
tember |, and October unchanged. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York. March !.—In dry goods the

{is giving weight to the position of sell- 
ers, who are not willing to recede from 
their stand firm prices, certain of whom

PRICE MOVEMENT 
WAS VERY NARROW 


Tiading Near Minimum -Recerd fer 
Last Four Years. 


PRICES MOVED UPWARDS 


Unfavorable News Failed To Depress 
the Market, and Traders Short 
of Stocks Covered Their 
Contracts—Closed Dull 
and Drooping. 


New York, March !.—The movement 
f today's market was somewhat more 
consistent than that of yesterday, in that 
Drices were above“ yesterday’s level 
throughout the day, but the character 
of the market was not essentially chang- 
ed. Trading was near the minimum rec- 
ord for the last four years, and the 
movement of prices was S89 narrow and. 
Sluggish as to be almost imperceptidle. 
There were minutes at a time when tfNe 
ticker was silent. The fact that prices 
moved upwards had no news to account 
for it. The news-in Sict offered various 
unfavorable features. The fact that 
these unfavorable news factors failed to 
depress prices was the subtle reason for 
the advance. That is to say, traders 
short of stocks who had been awaiting 
a decline on bad news to cover their 
contraets, uneasy at the failure to de- 
cline, covered their shorts and lifted 
prices. The ufcertainty over the out- 
come of the Paris settlement seems to 
have been a large influence in a negative 
The progress of the 
settlement today, and reports that ar- 
rangements had been made to patch up 
the .threatened difficulties in comnection 
with it, relieved the stock market from 
some of its depression and conduced to 
‘the raily. Sugar was the strongest stock, 
the only news on it being the declaration 
of the regular dividends, about which 
there had been doubt felt, and a rise in 
the price of refine@ Sugar. Otherwise, it 
was quite impossible to account for the 
movement of the market from any news 
known to the public. Returns of net 
earnings for January, which appeared 
during the day included Canadian Pa- 
cific, Rock Island, Louisville and Nash- 
ville and Colorado Southern, all shows 
ing declines in net earnings of varying 
degree. 

Rock Island and Carfadian Pacific 
showed some heaviness early in the day, 
but stocks of other companies advanced 
with the rest of the market.
